ROOSEVELT NOW 
AT OYSTER BAY 


Shows No III Effects After 
Journey From Chicago. 


tOKIilTiON 
IS 
EXCELLENT 


There Is a Slight Oozing From the 
Wound, But Physician Gays This Is 
a Good Thing For the Patient. 


Colonel Roosevelt and his family, 
accompanied by two physicians, ar­ 
rived in Oyster Bay, N. Y., from Chi­ 
cago. 


The colonel was fully dressed and 
over his street clothes he wore the 
heavy army overcoat he had on the 
evening he was shot. The hole in the 
right breast was not distinguishable 
at any distance, but those who were 
near him could plainly see the small 
puncture. 


The newspaper men and others yh o 
came from Chicago with the party re­ 
mained in New York. 


Dr. Lambert said the colonel would 
be allowed to speak for half an hour 
at Madison Square Garden Oct. 30. 


“If you allow him to speak for half 
an hour he will keep on,” some one 
suggested. 


“That’s all right about that,” said 
Dr. Lambert. “I will be there and I'll 
ring the bell on him.” 


The bullae: was definitely located. It 
lies between the third and fourth ribs 
on the right side and is embedded in 
the major pectoral muscle half an 
Inch above the fourth rib. Assured of 
its position by the last X-ray picture, 
Dr. Lambert inserted his finger in the 
wound and touched the missile. 


“It’s a little tender there,” said Mr. 
Roorevelt, and expressed satisfaction 
when told the doctors knew where the 
bullet had lodged. 


“The lead will not be extracted 
now,” said Dr. Lambert, “but later on 
It will be up to the colonel whether 
he wants to carry it in his chest or 
his vest pocket.” 


The colonel appears to be in pretty 
good shape and shows no ill effects 
from the journey. He managed to get 
considerable sleep on the train. 
Dr. 
Lambert says there was slight oozing 
from the wound, but this is a very 
good thing for the patient. He is in 
excellent 
condition and the oozing 
will serve to drain the wound and thus 
iecreaSe the chances of infection. 


When the train reached Pittsburgh 
Colonel Roosevelt said: 
“My head 
feels a good deal clearer. 
I am glad 
this waiting is nearly over.” Through­ 
out the trip the colonel wished more 
than once to greet the numerous but 
»ilent crowds that awaited him along 
the route. Instead of the noisy recep­ 
tions that marked his trip west there 
was a subdued murmur of sympathy 
when the train rolled into the station, 
ind the colonel, who 
formerly 
had 
aever missed an opportunity of addrea- 
»ing the crowds, shut off his disap­ 
pointment by passing most of the time 
In sleep. 
Only once, at Lima, Ohio, 
was there an attempt at any demon- 
itration. 
Colonel Cecil Lyon held up 
bis hand in warning and the scattering 
sheers were hushed at once. 


That Colonel Roosevelt felt very 
keenly his 
inability 
to greet 
the 
crowds was shown by the following 
itatement which he gave out: “Colo- 
ael Roosevelt expressed his regret that 
while passing through Ohio on the 
lay on which he was to have spoken 
Here, he is unable to meet the sym­ 
pathetic friends who gather at differ- 
int stops to greet him. He would like 
to take advantage of his opportunity 
to ask his friends 
throughout 
the 
itate to give their support heartily to 
the Progressive ticket, and particular­ 
ly to Arthur L. Garford,, the Progres- 
live 
candidate for governor, whom 
Colonel Roosevelt esteems as exactly 
the type of man whom all good citi- 
lens should most heartily welcome to 
leadership in this great fight for high 
ideals.”

A fierce fight took place on West 
Center street, Shenandoah, Pa., which 
resulted in a riot, and in which six 
men were beaten and stabbed. 


The neighborhood was aroused, wo­ 
men screaming from their bedroom 
windows and the wildest excitement 
prevailed for a time. 


Among the most serious

Crown Prince Constantine was in 
personal command and received a bap­ 
tism of fire. The Greek troops showed 
great courage, and their losses were 
small. 


The Turks retired toward Saranda- 
poro Pass, where the main force had 
concentrated. 


The Greeks occupy all the heights 
to th e%north of Elassona, and a decis­ 
ive battle is imminent.

Battle in Strret Follows Attempt to 
Bob Postoffice 8afe. 


Four burglars blew open the post- 
office safe at Birdsboro, near Read­ 
ing, Pa., and escaped without securing 
any plunder, alter a desperate battle 
with citizens, who were armed with 
shotguns. 


Mrs. £1 I . Mohr, who lives nearby, 
was awakened by a crash of glass, 
and her husband, on going downstairs, 
heard a loud 
explosion.

were summoned With guns, and as 
they assembled four men leaped form 
the postofilce window and ran away. 


The citizens opened fire and the 
yeggmen returned the fire with revol­ 
vers till every resident in the borough 
had been awakened by the rattle of 
the conflict. 


Harvey Brinley, the postmaster, is 
ill with typhoid fever, and the offico 
was in charge of two girls. 


BEATEN BY MASKED MEN 


Five Footpads Pummel Victim Until 
Trolley Car Approaches. 


Charles Angelo, a mine contractor at 
the Hammond colliery, was held up, 
brutally beaten and robbed of small 
change and his watch at Lost Creek, 
near Shenandoah, Pa. 


Five masked highwaymen met him 
as he was on his way for a trolley car 
and demanded his valuables. 
Angelo 
attempted to defend himself, when the 
robbers pounced upon, beat him into 
unconsciousness with blackjacks and 
probably would have killed him but 
for 
the 
arrival of the trolley car, 
which scared them off. Angelo’s skull 
is fractured, his face 1« crushed and 
he is a mass of bruises. Physicians 
have no hopes for his recovery. 


Servians Sapture Rulya Heights. 
The Servian army, under the crown 
prince, has captured Rulya Heights, a 
strategical position to the south of Bu- 
janoratz, some miles below Vranya, 
Turkey. 


An official report from the general 
staff at Nish says the Servians have 
taken all the trenches In the Turkish 
territory around Vranya and that the 
Turks have been driven back across 
the Morava valley. 


Details 
have been received of a 
treacherous act by Albanians on the 
Servian posts near Prepalatz, forty 
miles to the south of Nish, on Thurs­ 
day. Albanian irregulars, who consti­ 
tuted the attacking party, were repuls­ 
ed and hoisted a white flag. A Servian 
captain with a detachment approached 
the irregulars, who opened fire, killing 
an officer and twelve men and wound­ 
ing forty. The Servian artillery imme­ 
diately shelled the enemy, killing 
0 
of them. 


Fiancee Killed by Explosion. 


tn an explosion as the Macungie 
furnace, near Allentown, Pa., was be­ 
ing put into blast agter five years of 
idleness, Miss Katie Conrad, a specta­ 
tor, w*as instantly killed as she was 
standing beside her fiancee, Ira High, 
A number of others wore injured, but 
none seriously. 


The accident, one of the most ox- 
traordinary 
in 
furnace 
history, 
is 
as<Tibed to foul air which accumulated 
in the pipes and chambers during tho 
years of idleness. 


To put it into blast the furnace wa* 
equipped with a Kent stove, something 
like a huge bake oven, from which an 
eighteen-inch 
gas 
main ran to the 
main stack. 
This main was propped 
up by two huge beams, four by five 
inches and twenty feet long. 


Several hundred persons were pres­ 
ent when the furnacemen, under the 
direction of General Superintendent 
Milton O. Knauss, started the new 
blast engine. The gas blew out the 
eighteen-inch wall of the Kent stove. 
The wall fell against the prons, on«» of 
which, sweeping heavily in its down­ 
ward course, struck Miss Conrad on 
the head, dashing out her brains. 


Her party included her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Nathan Conrad, and her four 
brothers and sisters. The entire fam­ 
ily was covered with bricks and dust 
Miss Conrad was thirty-three years 
old and was to hare been married this 
fall. She was a popular woman, and 
the whole of Macungie is in mourning. 


The loss is $5000, and may reach 
$10,000.

Washington.—By an act of congress, 
approved by the president on August 
20, entitled “An act to regulate the 
importation of nursery stock and oth* 
er plants and plant products,” etc., 
the secretary of agriculture Is author­ 
ised and directed to quarantine 
any 
state, or any portion thereof, when he 
shall determine the fact that a dan­ 
gerous plant disease or insect infesta­ 
tion new or not therefore widely prev­ 
alent in the United States, exists in 
such state, territory or district. 
Be­ 
fore promulgating his determination 
that it is necessary to iratttsitfc u quar­ 
antine, he shall give a public hearing, 
at which any interested party may ap­ 
pear and be heard either in person or 
by attorney. 


The secretary of agriculture is furth­ 
er directed to prohibit tho importation 
into the United States of any class of 
nursery 
stock, 
fruits, 
vegetables, 
roots, etc., whenever he shall deter­ 
mine that such prohibition is neces­ 
sary to prevent the introduction into 
the United States of any tree, plant, or 
fruit disease, or Insect 
infestation, 
new or not widely prevalent 
withiu 
the United StatGB. 
Before issuing his 
proclamation to this effect he is di­ 
rected, as in the case of quarantine 
against a state, to give a public hear­ 
ing to any interested parties who may 
wish to appear in person or by at­ 
torney.

Trolley Road Change*. 


The route of the proposed extension of 
the line of the Hanover & McSherrystown 
Street Railway, from the terminus near 
Conewago Chapel, to New Oxford, has 
undergone a change. Another survey was 
recently made and presented to the State 
Department. 
It was approved by Gov­ 
ernor Tener on Wednesday. 
The new 
route will be as follows: Beginning at a 
point on private lands in the township of 
Conewago, which point is a point of con­ 
nection with the present line of the street 
railway of the Hanover & McSherrystown 
Street Railway Company now construct­ 
ed; and extending thence in said town­ 
ship of Conewago in a generally north­ 
westwardly direction oyer and upon pri­ 
vate property acquired or to be acquired, 
to a point in Slagle’s Run, the dividing 
line between the said township of Cone­ 
wago and the township of Oxford; cross* 
ing over the following public roads, to 
w it: The public road leading from the 
EdgGgrove-Mt Rock road to Mt. Misery, 
the said last mentioned point is the divid­ 
ing line between the townships of Cone­ 
wago and Oxford aforesaid, being approx­ 
imately fifty (50) feet West of the public 
road leading from the Edgegrove-Mt. 
Rock road to Mt, Misery; thence extend 
ing in a generally northwardly direction 
in the township of Oxford aforesaid, over 
and upon private property acquired or to 
be acquired, to a point on private lands 
in said township of Oxford, which said 
last mentioned point is approximately one 
thousand (1000) feet East of the public 
road leading through the village of Irish«* 
town and approximately nine hundred 
(900) feet South-east of the public road 
leading from the road running through, 
the village of Irishtown to the road lead«» 
ing from Mt. Misery to New Oxford;

Before its discov­ 
ery the supplies of heat furnished by 
chemical changes in the earth were 
considered insignificant. And nothing 
was thought to replace the heat which 
flows from the hot interior 
of 
the 
earth to thy colder crust 


Now when the earth first solidified 
it only possessed a certain amount of 
capital in the form of heat, and if it Is 
continually spending this capital and 
not gaining any fresh heat, It is evi­ 
dent that the process 
cannot 
have 
been going on for more than a certain 
number of years or the earth would 
be colder than it is; less than a hun­ 
dred million, as estimated by Lord 
Kelvin. 
Though the quantity of ra­ 
dium in the earth is thought to be 
only about five grams in a cube whose 
side is 100 miles, yet the amount of 
heat given out by this small quantity 
of radium is so great that it is more 
than enough to replace the heat which 
flows from the inside to the outside 
of the earth. 


The radium gives out so much heat 
that we do not quite know what to do 
with it, for if there were as much 
radium throughout the Interior of the 
earth as thero is in its crust the tem­ 
perature would increase much 
more 
rapidly than it does as we descend be­ 
low the earth’s surface. If radium be- 
ha\ 
*n the interior of the earth as 
it does at the surface, rocks similar 
to those in the earth’s crust cannot 
cKtencW to a depth of more than 45 
miles below the surface.

INSECTS HAVE ACUTE SENSES 


I 
t . 
— 
j Possess Intelligence That, Though of 
a High Order, Is Not Easy for 
Us to Understand. 


The mental processes of the horse 
and tho dog are those of man in much 
lower degree, in the view of Prof. A. 
N. Harvey of Michigan, but the intelli­ 
gence of insects must be of very dif­ 
ferent kind. 
The double nerve cord 
and ganglia differ both in structure 
and position from the brain and spinal 
cord of man. 
Insect eyes are immov­ 
able and compound, and perceive mo­ 
tion and color, but not form. 
Ants,* 
bees, wasps and other insects have no 
hearing. 
Taste and smell cannot be 
identical with those senses in man, 
and feeling is a perception through 
touch-hairs instead of the skin. 
But 
insects have very acute-senses 
that 
we do not possess. A cecropia moth 
can perceive a female a mile or more 
away, although a man could not detect 
It under the same conditions at a dis­ 
tance of more than six inches, and 
ants, bees and wasps seem to have 
other senses located, like this, in the 
antennae. Differing from man in gen­ 
eral structure, with shorter lives and 
different living, the insects have in­ 
telligence that, though of a high orde»> 
is not easy for us to understand. 


Wireless Distress Signals. 


It will be practically impossible in 
the future for wireless distress signals 
to go unheard, as was the case at the 
time of the Titanic disaster. 
Steps 
were taken at the recent Radio-Tele­ 
graphic conference in London to pre­ 
vent this, and a rule has been laid 
down calling for almost constant at­ 
tendance on the wireless apparatus 
aboard ships. 
On vessels of the first 
class the conference rule requires 
a 
permanent watch, which means that 
two operators 
must 
be 
employed. 
Ships of the second class, which em­ 
ploy only one operator, must provide 
a watcher for the wireless apparatus 
during the first ten minutes of each 
hour. 
This provision will allow the 
regular operator to have his rest un­ 
broken while oft duty, and will neces­ 
sitate the training of some member of 
the crew to receive the distress signal. 
It will be his duty to listen during the 
ten minutes beginning each hour.

Pinturlcchlo’s Frescoes Stolen. 


The Cicerone reports the sensational 
theft of Pinturlccliio’s frescoes 
from 
the Palazzo del Magnifico, in S&nna. 
They were soaked off, and secretly car­ 
ried away. With them disappears the 
last of the treasures in the Palace of 
Pandolfo Petrucci, which in its de­ 
cline is still called “del Magnifico.” 
Built about 1505, it had a great hall 
decorated with the mural paintings o f, 
Girolamo Genga, Luca Signorelli and 
Bernardino Pinturicchio. 
One of the 
paintings was Signorelli’s “Triumph of 
Chastity," another Pinturicchio’s "Re­ 
turn of Ulysses to Penelope,” and both, 
transferred from the walls to canvas, 
in 1844, were purchased at the Barker 
sale in 1874 for tbe National gallery, 
London. 
Two other paintings from 
the walls by Genga are in the Accad- 
emia di Belle Arti at Siena, and the 
rest of the contents have been scat­ 
tered among the museums of Europe.

Economizing Electricity, 


According to the Scientific Ameri­ 
can of recent issue, a method of econ­ 
omizing electrical energy employed for 
domestic heating or cooking is to re­ 
ceive the energy continuously at a low 
rate in a resistance apparatus which 
transforms it into heat and then stores 
the heat for use as needed. In a new 
electrical cooking apparatus operating 
in this way^ the heating unit, consum­ 
ing ¿00 watts total, or 12,000 
watt- 
hours per day of 24 hours, serves to 
keep a mass of cast iron hot enough 
to 
cook food 
m 
ordinary utensils 
placed in contact with it. 
The cast 
iron block is thermally insulated by 
being inclosed in a surrounding wall of 
lampblack or powdered silica, and a 
movable block is arranged to be raised 
above the main mass, so as to expose 
its upper surface when cooking is to 
be donei The small current consump­ 
tion, less than that of an electrical fiat- 
iron, enables the device to be oper­ 
ated on the ordinary electric light wir­ 
ing of the house.

Colonel Roosevelt and his family, 
accompanied by two pliysicians, 
ar- 
rived in Oyster Bay, N. Y., from Chi- 
cago. 


The colonel was fully dressed and 
over his street clothes he wore the 
heavy army overcoat he had on the 
evening he was shot. The hole in the 
right breast was not distinguishable 
at any distance, but those who were 
uear him could plainly see the small 
puncture. 


The newspaper mou and others "^ho 
came from Chicago with the party re- 
mained in New York. 


Dr. Lambert said the colonel would 
be allowed to speak for half an hour 
at Madison Square Garden Oct. 30. 


"If you allow him to speak for half 
an hour he will keep on," some one 
suggested. 


"That's all right about that/' said 
Dr. Lambert. 
"I will be there and I'll 
ring the bell on him." 


The bullae- was definitely located. It 
lies between the third and fourth ribs

Servians Sapture Rulya Heights. 
The Servian army, under the crown 
prince, has captured Rulya Heights, a 
strategical position to the south of Bu- 
janoraiz, some miles below Vranya, 
Turkey. 


An ofilcial report from the general 
staff at Nish says the Servians have 
taken all the trenches in the Turkish 
territory around Vranya and that the 
Turks have been driven back across 
the Morava valley. 


Details 
have 
been received of a 
treacherous act by Albanians on the 
Servian posts near Prepalatz, 
forty 
miles to the south of Nish, on Thurs- 
day. 
Albanian irregulars, who consti- 
tuted the attacking party, were repuls- 
ed and hoisted a white fiag. A Servian 
captain with a detachment approached 
the irregulars, who opened fire, killing 
an officer and twelve men and wound- 
ing forty. The Servian artillery Imme- 
diately shelled the enemy, killing 2y0 
of them. 


Montenegrins Capture Tov/n. 
It Is oillcially announced in the 
of Cetlinje, Montenegro, that tho Mon- 
tenegrin forces captured the town of 
Plava, The battle lasted two days.

The secretary of agriculture is furth-

roots, etc.. whenever he shall deter- 
mine that such prohibition is ueces 
sary to prevent the Introduction into 
the United States of any tree, plant, or 
fruit disease, or insect 
Infestation,

proclamation to this effect he is di- 
rected. as in the case of quarantine 
against a state, to give a public hear- 
ing to any interested parties who may 
wish to appear in person or by at- 
toniey.

INSECTS HAVE ACUTE SENSES 


i, 
j Possess •Intelligence That, Though of 
a High Order, Is Not Easy for 
Us to Understand. 


The mental processes of the horse 
and tho dog are those of man in much 
lower degree, in the view of Prof. A. 
N. Harvey of Michigan, but tho intelli- 
gence of insects must be of very dif- 
ferent kind. 
The double nerve cord 
and ganglia differ both in structure 
and position from the brain and spinal 
cord of man. 
Insect eyes are Immov- 
able and compound, and perceive mo- 
tion and color, but not form. 
Ants,' 
bees, wasps and other insects have no 
hearing. 
Taste and smell cannot be 
identical with those senses in man, 
and feeling is a perception through 
touch-hairs Instead of the skin. 
But 
insects have very acute-senses 
that 
we do not possess. 
A cecropia moth 
can perceive a female a mile or more 
away, although a man could not detect 
it under the same conditions at a dis- 
tance of more than six inches, and 
ants, bees and wasps seem to have 
other senses located, like this, in the 
antennae. 
Differing from man in gen- 
eral structure, with shorter lives and 
different living, the insects have in- 
telligence that, though of a high ordeH, 
Is not easy for us to understand. 


Wireless Distress Signals. 


It will be practically impossible In 
the future for wireless distress signals 
to go unheard, as was the case at the 
time of the Titanic disaster. 
Steps 
were taken at the recent Radio-Tele- 
graphic conference in London to pre- 
vent this, and a rule has been laid 
down calling for almost constant 
at- 
tendance on the wireless apparatus 
aboard ships. 
On vessels of the first 
class the conference rule requires 
a 
permanent watch, which means that 
two operators 
must 
be 
employed. 
Ships of the second class, which em- 
ploy only one operator, must provide 
a watcher for the wireless apparatus 
during the first ten minutes of each 
hour. 
This provision will allow the 
regular operator to have his rest un- 
broken while off duty, and will neces- 
sitate the training of some member of 
the crew to receive the distress signal. 
It will be his duty to listen during the 
ten minutes beginning each hour. 


Pinturicchio's Frescoes Stolen. 


The Cicerone reports the sensational 
theft of Pinturicchio's frescoes 
from 
the Palazzo del Magnifico. in Sienna. 
They were soaked off. and secretly car- 
ried away. With them disappears the 
last of the treasures in the Palace of 
Pandolfo Petrucci. which in its de- 
cline Is still called "del Magniiico." 
Built about 1505, it had a great hall 
decorated with the mural paintings of. 
Glrolamo Genga. Luca Signorelll and 
Bernardino Plnturicchlo. 
One of the 
paintings was Signorelli's "Triumph of 
Chastity." another Pinturicchio's "Re- 
turn of Ulysses to Penelope." and both, 
transferred from the walls to canvas, 
in 1844, were purchased at the Barker 
sale in 1874 for the National gallery. 
London. 
Two other 
paintings 
from 
the walls by Genga are in the Accad- 
emla di Belle Artl at Siena, and the 
rest of the contents have been scat- 
tered among the museums of Europe. 


COPIES OF WAX IMPRESSIONS 


Done by Pouring Melted Beeswax on 
Article Wished to Reproduce 
and Then 
Removing. 


Fine copies of wax impressions can 
be made in the 
following 
manner: 
Procure an ordinary tumbler and fill 
it with a strong solution of sulphate 
of copper, which is made by dissolv-

Economizing Electricity. 


According to the Scientific Ameri- 
can of recent Issue, a method of econ- 
omizing electrical energy employed for 
domestic heating or cooking is to re- 
ceive the energy continuously at a low 
rate in a resistance apparatus which 
transforms it into heat and then stores 
the heat for use as needed. In a new 
electrical cooking apparatus operating 
in this wayvthe heating unit, consum- 
ing 500 watts total, or 12.000 
watt- 
hours per day of 24 hours, serves to 
keep a mass of cast iron hot enough 
to 
cook 
food 
ki 
ordinary utensils 
placed in contact witli it. 
The cast 
iron block is thermally insulated by 
being inclosed In a surrounding wall of 
lampblack or powdered silica, and a 
movable block is arranged to be raised 
above the main mass, BO as to expose 
its upper surface when cooking is to 
be done! The small current consump- 
tion, less than that of an electrical fiat- 
Iron, enables the device to be oper- 
ated on the ordinary electric light wir- 
ing of the house. 


RADIUM CAUSE OF CHANGES

Before its discov- 
^sry the supplies of heat furnished by 
chemical changes in the earth were 
considered Insignificant. And nothing 
was thought to replace the boat which 
flows from the hot interior 
of 
the 
earth to thp colder crust 
Now when the earth first solidified 
I It only possessed a certain amount of 
capital in the form of heat, and if It is 
continually spending this capital and 
not gaining any fresh heat, it is evi- 
dent that the process 
cannot 
have 
been going on for more than a certain 
number of years or the earth would 
be colder than it is; loss than a hun- 
dred million, as estimated by Lord 
Kelvin. 
Though the quantity of ra- 
dium in the earth is thought to be 
only about five grams In a cube whoso 
side is 100 miles, yet the amount of 
heat given out by this small quantity 
of radium is so great that It 1» more 
than enough to replace the heat which 
flows from the Inside to the outside 
of the earth. 


The radium gives out so much heat 
that we do not quite know what to do 
with it, for if there were as much 
radium throughout the Interior of the 
earth as thero is In Its crust the tem- 
perature would Increase much 
more 
rapidly than it does as we descend bo- 
low the earth's surface. If radium be- 
ha\ 
'n the interior of the earth as 
It does at the surface, rocks similar 
to those In the earth's crust cannot 
cKtendk to a depth of more than 45 
miles below the surface.

GYPSY TRICKS COSTLY. 


After turning their' 17 horses into the 
clover field of M. O. Deardorff, near Big- 
lerville, Wednesday evening a Gypsy 
band settled down for the night, only to 
be aroused later by Officers Wilson, Sheal- 
er and Emmons who were summoned 
from Gettysburg to take the crowd in 
charge. 
Mr. Deardorff and family were 
at the Hagerstown fair and returned to 
find the horses meandering throngh the 
field from which the owner had expected 
to get considerable clover seed and they 
also discovered that some of the animals 
had gotten into the corn field. No per- 
mission bed been given by any one con- 
nected with the place. The ofiflcers with 
the aid of some of the residents of that 
•ection succeeded in capturing eleven of 
the horses which they put iu the stable 
of Hotel Bigler at Biglerville. They then 
went on a search for the men oi the tribe 
but they were no where to be found, The 
women were there but they claimed to 
know nothing of the whereabouts of tne 
chieftains, who however were in hiding 
about the camp. Thursday iy)rning the 
Big Chief of the band was arrested and 
brought to Gettysburg jail. He was giv- 
en a hearing before Squire Hill where it 
developed that he had no license as re- 
quired by the state as required by the 
state from gypsy camps. This costs |50 
and with the costs of arrest, the use of au* 
to hire etc., a bill of $87 was figured up.
